Must have Egyptian 
commitment — Rabin

WASHINGTON. — Prime Minister 
Rabin has proposed that areas eva- 
cuated by Israel in another interim 
agreement with Egypt be demili- 
tarized and supervised by either an 
international ‘force “or combined 
Egyptian-Israeli patrols." He has 
also called for the beginning of 
direct EgyptHan-Israeli talks follow- 

ing another accord. 

In a far interview with 
the “Washington Post” yesterday 
the Prime Minister outiined Israel's 
demands for another successful 
diplomatic step with Egypt. Secre- 
tary of State Henry Kissinger ar- 
vives in Egypt on Friday to begin 
his shuttle diplomacy. 

Rabin reiterated that Egypt would 
have to end the state of belligerency 
with Israel in order to justify an 
Israeli pullback from the Mitla and 
Gidi mountain passes and the Abu 
Rodels oilfields. “If the actual state 
of wer has not been ended,” he said, 
“Y can’ see whe ste sheild give 
back the strategic putses or the oil- 
fields.” 


Rabin sald that in the context of 
another agreement with Egypt, at 
least three elements should be in- 
cluded: 

@ <A _ political commitment on.a 
bilateral basis. “After all, the 
basis of the agreement should be 
an agreement between Egypt and 
Israel” 
@ Certain physical security ar- 
rangements on the ground “be- 
cause, in addition to words, we 
need some arrangements on the 
ground that assure that certain ter- 
ritorles we have evacuated would 
not be used against us.” 
@ <A beginning of positive mea- 
sures, such as cooperation in 
the economic field, in communica- 
tons and other ways, that will show 
that the agreement 15 not 
just a “paper statement.” 

Rabin said that this point “could 
express itself in a setup of direct 
taiks,” adding: “How can you bring 
about a change of confidence if 
the other side doesn’t want to'talk 
to you?” 

Last year’s Israeli-Egyptian mili- 
tary disengagement agreement in- 
eluded provisions for the stationing 
of UN peacekeeping forces between 
the two sides to act as ἃ buffer. 


The Washington “Star News” yes- 
terday quoted diplomatic sources in 
‘Washington as saying that Israel is

negotiated between Israel and Egypt. 
There already are a handful of 
American and Soviet observers sta- 
tioned along with the UNEF troops.

SNATCH BODY FROM 
SHAARE ZEDEK

The body of a man who died at 
Jerusalem's Shaare Zedek Hospital, 
and whose autopsy was approved 
both by the family and an ultra- 
Orthodox rabbi, was snatched from 
the hospital by religious extremists 
on Friday afternoon. 

A hospital spokesman said he did 
not know why a group of Belz 
yeshiva students from nearby Rehov 
Agri occupied the morgue and 
matched the body, eepectally be- 


cause “the deceased was not ultra-- 


Orthodox and had nothing to do 
with the yeshiva.” In accordance 
with Shaare Zedek policy, the au- 
topsy was scheduled only after ob- 
taining approval from the family 
and a rabbi, in this case, Rabbi 
Yitzhak Ya'acov Weiss, head of the 
ultra-Orthodox community’a bet dé. 


When the police arrived, after 
being summoned by the hospital ad- 
Tuinistration, the students took the 
body out of the morgue through a 
Side exit and took it to their 
yeshiva. The police were barred en- 


trance to the yeshiva by a crowd 
of students. 

Israel Sun photographer Mike 
De Castro reports that the body was 
returned after hospital director- 
general Prof. David Maelr explained 
to the yeshiva head that permission 
had been obtained from the 
mecessary gources. 

Shortiy afterward, a group of 
nearly 100 members of the Com- 
mittee for Human Sanctity stormed 
the hogpital, smashing windows as 
they looked for the body, They were 

banished from the premises 
by club-swinging police. They re- 
fused to believe Prof. Maelr’s state- 
ment that Rabbi Weiss approved 
the autopsy, and only after con- 
firmation of this fact from the rabbi 
themselves did they disperse and the 
autopsy proceed, 

The bospits] spokesman told The 
Jerusalem Post that “hooliganism 
will not change its policy of per- 
forming autopsies after obtaining 
dual permission.” He did not know 
whether legal action is being con- 
templated against the body-snatchers.

Petitioner’s 
wage claim 


The High Court of Justice dis- 
missed a petition for an order nisi 
calling upon the National Labour 
Tribunal to show cause why it 
should not change its decision not 
to award the petitioner compens- 
ation for delayed wage payments. 

The petitioner had claimed com- 
pensation from his employer for a 
delay in payment of the wages he 
claimed were due to him. The La- 
bour Tribunal dismissed ‘this claim 
on the grounds that the delay in 
payment was caused by a genuine 
dispute as to whether the wages 
were owed or not. This decision 
was confirmed by the National 
Labour ‘Tribunal, whereupon the 
petitioner petitioned the High Court 
of Justice, claiming that the 
decision was inconsistent with a 
High Court roling in H.C. 108/66 
(3 P.D, 20/388), 

The petitioner appeared on his 
own behalf. 

DECISION 

Justice Berinson, who delivered 
the decision of the Court, 
first considered whether the High 
Court should intervene at all before 
going into the merits of the case. 

After the first five years of 
existence of the labour tribunals, he 
said, it would not be amiss to sum 
up the attitude of the High Court to 
the question of reviewing decisions 
handed down by the National La- 
bour Tribunal. This attitude, he

rest in an unseemly barter to

With the American diplomatic 
effort still in full flow and about 
to enter upon its critical phase, 
the PLO clearly feels it is being 
left very much on the touchlines 
as events pags it by. 

Its own international diplo- 
matic successes last year, which 
culminated in Yasser Arafat's 
triumphal appearance at the UN 
General Assembly, must seem to 
them to be dissipating without 
the PLO being able to translate 
them into practical successes in 
the region.
